VOLUNTEER ASSOCIATION, held at the GUILD- 
HALL, on the 18th Day of February, 1797, 


EVAN BAILLIE, Eſq. in the Chair: 8 


The following RESOLUTION S were Unanimouſly agreed to. 


Reſolved, That this ASSOCIATION make an Offer of their Services 
Government, on the Conditions hereafter- mentioned: 


1.— That the propoſed Corps ſhall be Infantry, and called the BRISTOL VOLUN- 
TEERS; and that it ſhall conſiſt of One Thouſand Men, (or as many more as 
ſhall enter themſelves as Members of this Aﬀociation) excluſive of 2 Lieutenant- 
Colonels, 2 Majors, 10 Captains, 10 Lieutenants, 10 Enſigns; 2 Adjutants, [ 

uarter-Maſter, and 1 Serjeant-Major; or as many more of cach Raak as the in- 
creaſed Number of the Aſſociation ſhall require: and the Books of the Aſſociation 
be kept open to receive all additional Signatures. 
2.—That a Liſt of the Officers be tranſmitted to Government, when thei Ele&ion 
ſhall have been made by the Aſſociation, with the Requeſt that Commiſſions be 
granted to the Gentlemen who fhall be ſo recommended, according to the Rank ſet 
oppoſite to their reſpective Names. 

3.— That the Officers and Privates of this Corps hall ſerve without Pay, or other 
public Emolument. _ 

4.—That Government be ſolicited to furniſh Arms, Accoutrements, Ammunition, 
Drums and Field Pieces; likewiſe the Pay of an Adjutant, 10 Serjeants, and 19 
Drummers. 

5.— That the extra' Pay of an Adjutant, or Adjutants, and other incidental Charges be 
paid out of a Fund to be raiſed by Subſcription, to which it is not doubted but 
that the [nhabitants at large will readily contribute. | 

6.— That Men and Officers do attend Two Hours out of ſome one Day, that may be 
appointed in every Werk to drill, and that Once a Month, or oftener it found 
neceſſary, there ſhall bea General Muſter, or Field Day. 


7.— That there ſhall be no Roll- call except on ſuch Drill or Ficld Days. 


| 8 .— That the Serjeants do warn the Men for Duty. 
9.—That it is underſtood that this Corps is, on no Account, to be Cubje to Military 
Service, except in Calc of actual Invaſion. 


9. That on no Occaſion, and in no Exigency whatever, the Whole, or any Detach- 
ment of the Corps are to be removed above one Day's moderate March from Biiſtu!. 
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11.—T hat the Cloathing of this Corps ſhall be as little expenſive as poſſible, (each 
Member of the Aſſociation being intended to provide his own,) at the ſame Time, 
It is expected to be ſtrictly uniform. 
12.—Wlilie under Arms and on Duty, it is underftood that this Corps ſhall be ſubject 
to itrict Military Diſcipline, which alone can make them reſpectable or uſeful. 
13.—That in Caſe of Abſence frem Parade or Duty, without ſufficient Excuſe, both 


| Officers and Men, ſhall be ſubject to fuch pecuniary Mulct, as may be fixed by 


the Committee; but which ſnall be remitted on ſatisfying the Field Officers, or 
any two of them, that the Cauſe of their Abſence was indiſpenſable. —— That 
all Fines be inveſted in the common regimental Fund or Stock. 

14.— That the C:t1EF-MacisTRATE of the City of Briſtol, for the Time being, be 
appointed honorary Colonel of this Corps, but without aſſuming any Military 
Character or interfering in the leaſt in the Command or Detail of the Regiment. 

15.—That Evan BaiLL1z and WILLIAM Gore, Eſqrs. be recommended to Govern- 
ment to be appointed to the Rank of Lieutenant Colonels of this Corps. : 

16.— That THOMAS KixcTon and Tnorras HAx NES, Eſqrs. be. recommended to 


Government to be appointed to the Rank of Majors of this Corps; and that it 


be requeſted that their reſpective Commiſſions be forthwith granted. 

17.—That a CommiTTEE, to be appointed, Co wait upon the Mayor of this City, 
and ſolicit him to tranſmit the Offer, Minutes and Reſolves to Government, re- 
commendinz as carly an Anſw:r as can be given; and that, if the Plan be ap- 
proved, no Time may be loſt in forwardin the Arms, Xe. that the Diſcipline 
of the Corps may immediately be attended to. 
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It was further Uranimovſly Refolea, 


1.—THAT as ſoon as a Subſcription is ſet on foot for the Purpoſes before mentioned, 


a I xEASURER ſhall be appointed, who ſtall act in every Reſpecc under the Orders

2.— hat no larger Subſcription be at firſt ſolicited from any Indivic ual than Ten 
* 6 | 3 8 
Guincas, and no fmaller than One Guinea be accepted. . 
3.— hat the carly appointment of a Quarter-Maſter is abſolutely neceſtary for this 
4.— That the Aid of two Gentlemen, as SECRETARIES, is indiſpenſably neceſſary ta 
arrange the Buſincis ef the Committee, and that the Voluntary Services of two 
Gentlemen (but without exemption from Military Service) be folicited —provided 
tac ſame mall be thought right by the Committee. | 
5.—That the Officers, which hve not at this Meucting boon nominated, together with 
Non-Commiſſioned Oticers, ine Adjutant, Sericant-Mlajor, and the neceflary 
Drill-Serjcants alone excepted, be clected (by Ballot or open Vote) by the ſeveral 
Compaaics to which they tall belong, from among themſelves, and that the 


Committee be directed to contider of anv Yicans by which the periodical Change 


of ſuch Uiſheers and Non-Conmillioned OKs, nen Choee made by cac“ 
re!neetive Company, can be wnoomnlitied, 
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6.— That the Regulation of all Matters reſpeQins the Uniform to be worn by the 
Corps, ſhall be referred to the Committce. | 


-,—That a Committec for the Regulation and carrying into Effect all Matters, ſn-- 
cially referred to them, and all othcr things relative to the Complete ct bil 1 
ment of this Aſſociation ard firſt formation of the Corps be new choſen, conſiſt- 
ing of Twenty-One Members, excluſive of the Four Gentlemen who have been 
recommended by this Meeting to hold the Rank of FieJd-Officers, and that as 
ſoon as any Number of them, not Jeſs than Seven, ſhall aſſemble at their Public 

Place of Meeting, they be authorized to procced to Buſineſs, 


8.— That the Committee now to be choſen, ſhall be only Previſfional *till the ſcveral 
Companies of the Aﬀociated Corps ſhall have been ſo far formed as that a General 
Muſter of the ſeveral Companies ſhall take place, and that at ſuch firlt gene— 
ral Muſter, each Company ſhall from among themi-lves chuſe two Individuals, 
who, together with the Field Officers, fhall form a Committee for the Conduct a; 
the Civil Affairs and internal Regulation of the 2 ſaid Committee fhal', 
in like manner, be rencwed at cach Interval of Six Months, the Ficld- Ofice; » 
always being Members therecf.
